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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instantly 
claimed method for treating an alkali metal carboxylate brine contaminated with 
chloride ion is neither disclosed nor fairly suggested by the closest prior art: Kurland 
(US 5,139,981 08-1992). Kurland teaches (Abstract) a process for the removal of 
halides from liquid carboxylic acids by contacting the halide-contaminated acid with 
a silver (l)-exchanged macroreticular resin. Kurland, however, neither discloses nor 
fairly suggests the following modifications of his process required to produce the 
instantly claimed method: 

a. Treatment of solutions of carboxylate salt (brines) instead of the 
corresponding free acid; 

b. Use of solubilized silver ion (e.g. dissolved silver nitrate) instead of the resin 
bound silver ion. 

One of ordinary skill in the art would not have been motivated by Kurland's teaching 
to modify his process as required to produce the instantly claimed process. The 
instantly claimed process is therefore patentable over Kurland, the closest prior art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
